it may discover the secret

power, and perchance get an inspira­ 
tion from hi* life? 
At most this is a 
one-sided 
work; 
for 
men 
art 
great in only particular lines. 
On< 
becomes a great warrier, another a 
statesman, 
another 
financier, and 
another an inventor. 
There are a 
thousand highways to greatness and 
to fame. 
But there was one who 
would have succeeded in any 
voca­ 
tion, who would have adorned any 
prole*- 
n. 
He was the only truly 
versatile man who ever lived. 
His 
greatness does not decline with any 
age. 
Each 
succeeding 
generation 
marvel* at the range of his wonder­ 
ful powers. 
His name was 
Jesus. 
The prophet said he “shall be great 
and of his kingdom there shall be no 
end.” 
lie was a prophet. 
The world has 


alwayst counted its prophets as 
its 
greatest men. 
The prophet was a 
forth-teller more than a fore-teller. 
The prophets were first called seers. 
They saw things which were hidden 
from other men. 
Ruskin said, “The 
greatest thing that a human soul ov­ 
er does in this world is to see some­ 
thing and tell it in a plain way— to 
see clearly it poetry, prophesy and 
religion.” 
Jesu* was a prophet, lie 
saw deeply and clearly. 
Moreover 
he had the ruggedness of the proph­ 
et. 
We have let his gentleness ob­ 
scure for us this element in his life. 
But a close study the gospels reveals 
a refreshing ruggedness in his life. 
He boldly drove the money changers 
out of the temple, and defiantly re­ 
proved 
the 
sins 
of 
hypocritical 
Pharisees. 
This is why the common 
people heard him gladly, 
and 
why 
thou came to believe in him. 
John 
the Revelator, had the true view of 
him when he wrote, “The testimony 
of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy.” 
He was also great because he was 
a poet. 
Carlyle wrote, “Poetry we 
call musical thought. 
The poet is he 
who thinks in that manner. 
It is a 
m an’s sincerity and depth of vision 
that makes him a poet.” 
Jesus was 
in every sense of the word 
a poet. 
He had a poet’s vision of the h a r­ 
mony of things. 
He saw more clear­ 
ly than any other the confusion and 
disorder sin had brought into the 
world. 
lie saw the harmony of the 
divine life and how this alone would 
bring men into supreme happiness. 
He also had tin* poet’s lyrical ex­ 
pression. 
The sermon on the Mount 
i* a poem and can easily be divided 
into metrical sentence*. 
M hat poet 
ever uttered or wrote anything su­ 
perior to J e s u s ’ 
words, 
“Consider 
the lillies of the field, 
how 
they 
grow: 
they toil not, neither do they 
pin; 
yet I sayj unto that Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these.” 
Again, he was great because he 
was a king. 
In the text he is so des­ 
ignated. 
Moreover the greatness oi 
his kingship was measured 
by 
tlie 
net that hi* kingdom was never to 
end. 
The word 
king 
comes 
from 
“canning.” 
it means “the man who 
can, 
or the man who is able.” 
The 
world is gradually 
renouncing 
the 
old doctrine of the divine right of 
ring'. 
Some day it will forever put 
aside the thought 
that 
men 
must 
sueeeed to kingship through the ae- 
eidenfc of birth. 
History shows that 
too many “accidents” have befalled 
kingdoms which took 
the 
doctrine 
literally. The future nations will de­ 
mand able men for rulers— the men 
who “can.” 
In this sense Jesus is 
the world’s greatest king. 
His whole 
history is the storv 
of 
one 
who 
Vould.” 
Nothing was too hard for 
him. 
He w as sufficient for all trials 
nd tests. 
Of all the inhabitants of 
heaven ho alone was able to break 
the seal and to save a world from it* 
sin. 
He wi- able for the crucifixion 
and the resurrection. 
“He is able 
also to save them to the uttermost 
who come t<> God by him." 
N<* other 
has been able to do this. 
He stands 
alone in his greatness.

county and township officers. . 


The report shows that the 
total 


expense of the department during the- 
last fiscal year was $226,470.90 in- 
cident to the

partment of hundreds of officials and 
preventing waste and diversion o'l 
public funds, according to the report.
